BRITISH SCIENTIFIO RESEARCH 
EXPEDITION TO SAIL 
NEXT SUMMER. 
(SY NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—J. Foster 
Stackhouse, the British explorer, who 
will lead the international geographic 
expedition on a voyage for scientific 
research, is in New York, arranging 
the details of the expedition. Mr.

Sacramento Valley Terrorized 
by Gales in Addition to 
the Floods. 


Fierce Storm Around San 
Jose Accompanied by a 


Heavy Fall of Rain. 
Beautiful Trees are Uprooted 
at Stockton — Electric 

Wires Down. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8.—~WNo 
S abatement of the present storm, 

which has held Central and North- 
ern California in its grip for thirty- 
six hours, is expected for another day, 
according to the forecast made tonight 
by the Weather Bureau. Apparently 
the center of the storm is hovering 
off the coast of Humboldt county, but 
there are indications that it is slowly 
passing eastward, with the prospect of 
a further heavy downpour being vis- 
ited on the State’s northern tier of 
counties. 

The rivers of the Sacramento water- 
shed have continued to rise, according 
to reports received here today, and it 
is feared that further high water will 
seriously menace thousands of acres 
of cultivated lands. 

Southern California so far has been 
spared from the force of the storm, 
and in the San Joaquin Valley the 
rainfall also has been light. 

Delayed advices to the general offi- 
ces of the Southern Pacific here re- 
port the destruction of the company's 
car shops at Ashland, Or., In a heavy 
southeast gale, which swept the town 
last right. 

The wooden shop. iiding was 
caught in the grip o e storm and 
shaken until it collapsed, covering 
seven cars, which were housed within 
it. The roof of the depot was also 
torn away and telegraph and tele- 
phone wires thrown down, as were the 
light wires, cutting off the town from 
all outside communication. 

The meager advices received report 
no deaths or injuries. 

Six sailors from the United States 
cruiser St. Louis were rescued from a 
half-swamped gasoline launch, drift- 
ing helplessly onto the rocks of Yerba 
Buena Island. Their engine went dead 
while they were attempting to return 
to the St. Louis, at anchor in man-o’- 
war row. A motor tog went to their 
assistance and overtook the drifting 
launch just in time. 

Eleven inches of snow has fallen at 
Summit during the last forty-eight 
hours, making 135 inches already on 
the ground there. Red Bluff reported 
the heaviest fall of rain, 2.18 inches. 
In San Francisco 1.04 inches fell. 


DANGER STAGE 
AT SACRAMENTO. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 
SACRAMENTO, Feb. 8.—That the 
danger stage will be reached at many 


points along the upper branches of 
the Sacramento River by tomorrow 
night is the prophecy of Weather 
Forecaster N. R. Taylor, following the 
second severe rainstorm; which has 
visited Sacramento yithin ten days. 
With no prospects of a let-up in the 
heavy rainfall for the next thirty-six 
hours at the least, the situation is de- 
clared critical along the Sacramento, 
Feather and American Rivers, 

Apprehension is felt especially for 
Knight's Landing, where the river is 
rising rapidly. The river registered 
sixteen feet there at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, which is well up toward 
the danger mark. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the river at 
Sacramento registered 23 feet 6 inches, 
and was steadily rising. 

Red Bluff was visited with two 

inches of rain today, while Kennett 
was flooded with a deluge of eight 
inches in the thirty-six hours ending 
at 6 o'clock tonight. 
From 10 to 12 o’clock this morning 
the wind averaged a velocity of forty- 
five miles an hour, and from 9 to 10 
o'clock an average of forty-three 
miles. The record for any single mile 
was sixty miles an hour. 


HIGH VOLTAGE 
WIRES DAMAGED.

An innovation in a tallored suit is 
one which may be transformed into a 
peace or a war suit.

Says Opportunity Never 
Loomed Larger. 


Make the Best of the Shining 
Hour Here and Now, He 
Tells Country. 


Future, He Says, Requires 
that We Corral All Mar- 
kets We Can, 


{BY A. NIGHT WIRE.) 
ITTSBURGH (Pa.) Feb. 8.—Cour- 
age and co-operation in business 
and confidence in a restoration of 

prosperity was recommended by James 
A. Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, in an address 
before the Engineers’ Society of West- 
ern Pennsylvania here tonight. 

Among reasons for encouragement 
Mr. Farrell quoted “eminent European 
and American authorities,” as cal- 
culating that the United States’ excess 
of exports over imports in 1915 may 
easily reach $1,000,000,000, and he de- 
clared that the balance of trade in 
favor of the United §tates for the 
opening month of the year ts at the 
rate of $1,500,000,000 a year. 

“The years of greatest prosperity in 
the United States have been when the 


balances were largely in our favor,” 
asserted Mr. Farrell. “It is not im- 
prudent to predict that our total farm 
values for the current year, for the 
firat time in the annals of this or any 
other country, will pags the ten-billion 
mark. 

“I feel safe in saying that, if you 
will strain a point just pow and 
a little more with each other talk 
encouragingly as to conditions, rather 
than pessimistically, the business of 
the country will take on a momentum 
which will carry us into better times, 
and, what is more important, create 
more employment for labor, Our best 
efforts should be put forth to stimu- 
late activity in business and do every- 
thing practicable to increase the num- 
ber of working people, not only tn the 
industries in this community, but 
throughout the whole country. 

“The elements of prosperity are at 
hand; the developments from day to 
day are favorable. The steel trade has 
been called the barometer of business; 
there is a marked increase in orders 
and in operations; more men are ob- 
taining employment, and the trade 
movement is progressing encouraging- 
ly, and we should do everything prac- 
ticable to sustain and advance it.” 

Mr. Farrell said that up to within 
a few weeks ago “it seemed as if the 
prospects of a material improvement 
in business were doubtful, but ap- 
parently the tide has turned and each 
day records a marked improvement in 
the general situation.” 

“It seems to me,” he continued, 
“that the time has come when co-op- 
eration should manifest itself among 
business men, to bring about condi- 
tions which will result in a larger em- 
ployment of labor. 

“As business men, let us give our 

attention to solving industrial unrest 
by creating work, by toiling and spin- 
ning, and creating a normal circula- 
tion in the arteries of commerce. In 
my judgment a campaign for the con- 
structive upbuilding of the business of 
our country on a scale commensurate 
with modern needs and opportunities 
should be inaugurated. Our problems 
are national, our opportunities are na- 
tional; let us hear more of national 
common sense and see if we cannot 
get back to work. Public sentiment 
and governmental inclination unmis- 
takably favor a live and lIet-live atti- 
tude towards business. 
“Whatever may be the political out- 
come of the European war, it is of 
vital consequence of America’s future 
position that advantage be taken of 
the present opportunity to exploit the 
products of American invention, en- 
terprise and quality, to establish a 
firm foothold in foreign markets.” 

There is a strong sentiment, Mr. 
Farrell said, for co-ordinated effort tn 
trade activities. Confidence in the 
business future of the country, he de- 
clared, is growing, and a balance of 
trade is piling up that will place the 
business of the country on firm 
foundations. 


“We are the only nation at the pres- 
ent time in a position to assume the 
role of the world’s banner,” he said. 
“American dollars will be spent in 
America this summer as never before. 
The outlook for raising New York to 
first place among the financial centers 
of the world is declared by able bank- 
ers to he substantially more tangible 
than a dream. Money ts plentiful and 
low rates obtain. Cotton has recov- 
ered in price from 6% cents In Octo- 
ber to fully 8% cents per pound to- 
day. Shipments to date exceed 4,000,- 
000 bales, or two-thirds of the cor- 
responding total of a year ago. 

“The United States today its the 
chief granary of Europe. The prices 
received should insure for our farming 
population an unprecedented measure 
of prosperity, and it has come to be 
an American axiom that when our 
farmers are prosperous the whole 
country prospers. 

“The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s decision tn ‘the eastern freight- 
rate case has raised the drooping 
spirits of the ‘railroads as has Been 
tang!>ly reflected by Increased orders 
for material. There is less clamor for 
indiscriminate governmental sults 
against corporations, and we may rea- 
sonably hope that honestly-conducted

Brussels Legation in Washington 
Gives Out a Statement on the 
Subject of the Levy Imposed on 
the Absentee Refugees—Must 
turn by March 1 or Pay Penalty. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—The Bel- 
gian Legation issued 4 statement to- 
day denouncing a tax imposed by Ger- 
many upon Belgian refugees who do 
not return to the country by March 
1, as a confiscation in violation of The 
Hague convention. The statement 
was issued after Minister Havenith 
had called at the State Department. 
It follows: 

“A great number of Belgian 
amounting nearly to 1,000,000, fled 
from their country to save their lives 
and safeguard their honor, after the 
burning of many houses, the slaughter 
of many harmless citizens and the dev- 
astation of the country committed 
by the German troops. 

“Now, the German government im- 
poses a tax equal to ten times the 
usual personal tax to all Belgians ab- 
sent from their country who shall not 
be back in Belgium before March 1, 
1915. 

“The German government, after 
having imposed an enormous war 
levy of 480,000,000 france ($96,000,- 
000) upon Belgium, already ruined by 
war and numerous exactions made, 
on December 14, 1914, the formal 
promise that no further taxes would 
be imposed upon the country. 

“The new taxation made upon the 
absent Belgians is therefore not only 
a violation of The Hague conventions 
but constitutes the breach of a most 
solemn pledge and amounts to a real 
confiscation.”

THE LUSITANIA. 


The Lusitania incident evoked «a 
speech in the House by Representa- 
tive Martin of South Dakota, who an- 
ncunced that he favored legislation 
at this session to prohibit the use of 
the American colors on any but 
American vessels, and to make it an 
offense for the master of any foreign 
veasel, whether belligerent or not, to 
fly the American flag over a ship. He 
said the penalty should be confisca- 
ticn of the vessel and a fine for the 
commander in the event the ship re- 
turned to American jurisdiction. 

In 1900, a naval regulation was fs- 
sued at the instance of Rear-Admifal 
Stockton, head of a board revising the 
code, absolutely prohibiting the use 
of either neutral or enemy flags for 
purposes of deception. But very scon 
after the vigning of the order the 
attention of President Roosevelt was 
drawn to it by naval officers of high 
rank. They pointed out that the prac. 
tice was of long standing that 
it was perfectly legitimate warfare to 
make use of a neutral flag tc approach

Atty.-Gen. Gregory is not in 
Favor of Leniency. 


Will Insist on Execution of 
All Sentences. 


Says Administration of Law 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Gen. Gregory has notified all United 
States District Attorneys that in the 
future the Department of Justice does 
not intend to sit idly by and permit 
Federa! judges to suspend indefinitely 
either the imposition or execution of 
sentence on a convicted criminal. 

In a circular letter to his assistants 
Mr. Gregory points out that the prac- 
tice of indefinite suspension of sen- 
tence has long prevailed in many dis- 
tricts, saying: 

“No court has such a power. 
in effect a pardon or commutation. 
Nor may a court exercise it indirectly, 
by a continuance of the case from 
term to term for sentence or by other 
similar device. 

“This custom has been the cause of 
much complaint and has tended some- 
what to discredit the administration 
of the criminal law 


“In future you will protest against 
and object to any motions or requests 
for such suspension order, and report 
the making of the order to this de- 
partment, that jt may take the neces- 
sary steps to compel the issuance of 
commitment upon any such sentence. 

“Because this involves an attack 
upon a practice heretofore tolerated, 
property courtesy to the judicia] offi- 
cer requires that he be advised in ad- 
vance that the department finds it nec- 
essary in future to oppose these or- 
ders. You will kindly convey this in-

Request Also Made for More 
Men for the Army. 


Labor Leaders Criticise W ork 
of the Press Bureau. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, Feb. 8.—The introduction 
of the largest military budget in the 
history of Great Britain shared the 
Stage in the House of Commons to- 
day with a discussion of the activities 
of the official press bureau. 

The task of introducing the budget 
fell upon the Parliamentary Secretary 
of the War Office, H. J. Tennant, as 
Earl Kitchener, Secretary for War, is 
a member of the House of Lords. 


Two more days have been allotted 
to the discussion of these “army esti- 
mates,” which are called a “blank 
check budget" because the accounts 
of actual money which will be ex- 
pended under them are represented by 
nominal, or token figures. Under- 
Secretary Tennant’s speech was a stir- 
ring tribute to the British army and 
a plea for more recruits. 

“It ig true,” he said, “that recruit- 
ing thus far has been very satisfac- 
tory, but it varies from week to week 
and possibly at the present moment 
a little more energy put into recruit- 
ing would not be out of place. There 
is no cause for discontent, bat we want 
more men. Every man will be need- 
ed in this great life and death strug- 
gle. The variations and vicissitudes 
of this war may yet call for even 
greater sacrifices from the nation than 
have yet been made.” — 

In making the declaration that 
troops have been brought from India, 
Australia, South Africa and Canada, 
without a single casualty, the Under- 
Secretary remarked: 

“When the total number of these 


men is known this will be thought an 


extraordinary feat.”’ 

He appealed to the Labor party to 
help organize the forces of labor so 
that when a man joined the colors 
his place would be adequately sup- 
plied, 

The press bureau discussion was 
brought on by a motion by Joseph 
King, Liberal of North Somerset, 
“that the action of the press bureau 
in restricting the freedom of the press 
and withholding information about 
the war has been guided by no clear 
principles and has been calculated to 
cause a suspicion and discontent.” 

Mr. King urged that the press bu- 
reau issue a daily or a_i tri-weekly 
statement as to the progress, exper!i- 
ences, success and reverses of the 
British troops at the front. He added: 

“The press bureau ought to be used 
for freer dissemination of authentic 
information which would allsy alarm- 
ing and dangerous rumors.” 

In reply, Sir Stanley O. Buck ™as- 
ter, director of the press bureau, de- 
fended its work. He declared that he 
had never withheld for five minutes 
any information that he possessed. 
Moreover, he said, he had published 
instantly everything that it was in his 
power to publish. 

“I can conceive nothing,” he said, 
“better calculated to give satisfaction 
to our enemies, who are endeavoring 
to discredit our official news, than the 
announcement that it has been sug- 
gested in the House of Commons that 
the press bureau is the subject of sus- 
picion.” 

Sir Willlam P. Byles, who seconded 
Mr. Kine’s motion, asked if any dis- 
asters had been concealed, as there 
had been endless stories of a capital 
ship lost some months ago off the 
north coast of Ireland. 

The speaker replied that that was 
an Admiralty matter, which could not 
be discussed under the head of army

THOUSAND POUNDS OF IT

“It is difficult to say which 
is the most striking-—the actual mass 
of material handled or the bewlilder- 
ing variety of articles stocked— 

“The vastness of the work of main- 
taining a modern army 
gauged by the fact that during the 
past month the supplies furnished in- 
cluded 450 miles of telephone wire, 
530,000 handbags and-10,000 pounds 
of shoe blacking, while in ten days 
the ordnance department supplied 
120,000 fur waistcoats and 200,000 
flannel belts. The average weekly is- 
sue of ointment for feet is five tons. 
“The complexity of the work is il- 
lustrated by the fact that the index 
of the stores include 50,000 separate 
kinds of articles. Most of these still 
are obtained from England, but some 
are being manufactured by the ord- 
nance department in its workshops in 
France. The problems of distribution 
and accounting require a surprising- 
ly large staff.”

One of the Foremost Members of 
the Ulster Movement and a Great | 
Nobileman is Dead.

LONDON, Feb. 8.-The Marquis of 
Londonderry died today of pneu- 
monia. 

The Marquis of Londonderry was 
one of the foremost leaders of the) 
Ulster movement and was one of the 
most successful members of the Brit- 
ish bar. He was one of the great no- 
blemen of the United Kingdom, be- 
ing a Knight of the Garter, and an 
aide-de-camp to the King. 

Lord Londonderry traced his de- 
escent from Sir Piers Tempest, who 
fought at Agincourt, through a fam- 
ily distinguished in English history, 
and had himeelf led an active politi- 
cal life. 

Born in Ulster sixty-two years ago, 
he was a graduate of Trinity College, 
Dublin, which he represented in Par- 
liament. is firet preferment under 
the government came in 1892, when 
he was made Solicitor-General for 
Ireland and in the last Unionist Min- 
istry he served as Solicitor*General of 
England from 1900 to 1906. In his 
younger years he was a member of 
Parliament for County Down from 
1878 to 1884 and Viceroy of Ireland 
from 1886 to 1889. He held several 
offices in the Balfour Ministry. He 
was one of the largest land owners in 
Great Britain, holding title to 60,000 
acres. Lord Londonderry was married 
in 1875 to a daughter of the Earl of 
Shrewsbury. They had two children, 
a son and a daughter. The son, 
Viscount Castlereagh, is his heir.

TOCK MARKET 


RAISING OF QUARANTINE IN 
CHICAGO STARTS TROUBLE. 


Pennsylvania Probibits All Ship- 
ments of Cattle from Illinois, Fear- 
ing Foot and Mouth Disease. 
Many Thousand Head are Disin- 
fected in the Yards. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—The live stock 
market was demoralized here today 
following the raising of the Federal 
quarantine on the stock yards. The 
trouble began with the establishment 
in Pennsylvania of an absclute quar- 
antine against Illinois cattle through 
fear of hoof and mouth diseases. 

Immediately after this news thirty- 
seven carloads of cattle arrived from 
Whiteside, and Henry counties, both 
of which were supposed to be under 
rigid quarantine. 

This arrival necessitated holding 
1300 carloads of cattle outside the 
yards, while the runways and pens 
threugh which the suspected. animals 
had traveled were coated with disin- 


fectant... 

The Pennsylvania quarantine cut 
off about 60 per cent. of the ship- 
ments to the East from this city. 


NOT SERIOUS OUTBREAK. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—While 
reappearance of the foot and mouth 
disease in stock yards of nine cities 
admitted'y is a serious setback in 
the campaign against the plague, De- 
partment of Agriculture officials said 
today the new outbreak did not pre- 
sent as grave a situation as the crig- 
inal infection because it did not at- 
tack etock held on farms.

SHIP FREIGHT RATES 
AND LEASES SOARING. 


DVANCING freight rates because} 
Ae the phenomenal increase in the 

price of charters Is causing ship- 
ping men some uneasiness for fear that 
considerable business that has been 
coming eby water since the Panama 
Canal opened will be diverted back tc 
the all-rail lines. 
The first increase has already been 
announced by the American-Hawalian 
Steamship Company, which, after 
March 1, will jump the rate from 
this port to New York, on beans and 
eanned fruits, to 35 cents: on dried 
fruits, to 45 and 50 cents; nuts, to 
60 cents, and casaba melons to 75 
cents. This is a 5-cent increase on all 
these comme dities. 
It is expected that other lines will 
make a corresponding increase in 
freight rates, and that these  east- 
bound rates will be followed by in- 
creases on low-grade commodities 
moving west bound. It is expected that 
stee] will feel the first jump in rates, 
which shipping men explain are 
caused by the old law of supply and 
demand. 
The high price cf charters, without 
a parallel in maritime history, has 
brought about a serious’ situation. 
When the canal first opened there 
was a surplus of tonnage on the Pa- 
cifie Coast.

lumber trade had been crowded out 
by the larger vessels, and this had 
ferced the price of charters down to 
the lowest point in the history of the 
lumber business. These steamers were 
glad of the opportunity to get into 
the Atlantic trade when the _ canal 
opened, and the railroads for a few 
months faced fierce ccimpetition. 

Then came readjustment of ship- 
ping becaube of the great war. The 
elimination of the vast fleet of the 
Germans has made it necessary to 
handle the cargoes of the neutral na- 
tions in American, British or other 
vessels flying the flags of cther na- 
tions than Germany and austria. The 
sudden demand for cotton, combined 
with unusual demand for erain from 
Washington and Oregon, has drained 
the Pacific Coast of nearly every 
available steamer, even certain ves- 
sels unsuited for the trans-Atlantic 
trade having been engaged at hich 
prices, 

A week age one of the well-known 
steam schooners that could have 
been chartered a few months ago at 
$125 per day was closed at $425 a 
day. Two weeks before the price had 
been quoted at $225 a day. These un- 
usual rates, while undoubtedly tem- 
porary, and due to the pressing de- 
mand fcr tonnage, are certain to 
have their effect not only upon 
freights from New York and other

TOLD ON STAND. 


Dogged Pursuit of Man She 
Calle Baby's Father. 


Insulted, Avoided, Declares 
Wife Who's not Wife.

Carrying Mildred in her a 
frail young woman went to San 
to see Mr. Howard. She said she 
called at Mrs. Howard's home and

“I went to the San Diego Yacht 
Club.” she testified, “and was in- 
formed that Mr. Howard and his wife 
were not on the Albicore. I had the 
baby with me and I said that I was 
his wife and that it was his baby, and 
the people informed me that Mr.

MORE BLANKS NEEDED. 


Federal Employment Bureau Tem- 

porarily Suspends on Account of the 

Rush of Applications. 

On account of the lack of appli- 
cation blanks employed in the list- 


ing of the hames of persons who de- 
sire work, the local Federal employ- 
ment bureau under the care of Im- 
migration Inspector Conaty, is. tem- 
porarily suspended. The rush (for 
work is beyond all expectations, and 
the first 500 blanks were used up in 
a few days. A requisition has been 
made for 1000 more, and they have 
not yet been received. 

There seems to be an idea abroad 
that the government is ready to fur- 
nish employment to the applicants. 
There is no truth in that report. Un- 
cle Sam is merely using his good of- 
fices to try to get the jobs and the job- 
less together, nothing more. The 
blanks when filled out are to be sent 
to Washington, and in return blanks 
prepared in other zones are to be 
sent here, in the shape of informa- 
tion, gleaned by the officials in Wash- 
ington. If there is to be had work 
at other places desired by the unem- 
ployed here, that information will be 
given the local applicants. and it 
is up to them to reach the place where 
labor is needed. The government does 
nothing but furnish information 
where work of a certain character 
may be had. 

Supervisor Chariton of the Angeles 
National Forest, recently secured an 
apyropriation of $10,000 from the 
Board of Supervigors, on condition 
that he would give work to a number 
of the unemployed. He has so far 
put seventeen men to work on trails 
in the Tejunga Canyon, and will assist 
more with employment as soon as it 
is possible to do so. 


ANOTHER REVOLUTION? 


Schooner Annie Larsen Slips Down 
the Mexican Coast with Big Cargo 
of Rifles and Ammunition. 

The schooner Annie Larsen, loaded 
with 561 cases of Springfield rifies and 
3000 small arms, is salling down the 
Western Mexican coast, and the au- 
thorities are wondering if they are for 
another rebellion somewhere along the 


Mexican coast. 

An exhaustive investigation was 
made of the Annie Larsen when she 
put into San Diego with orders to 
joad the contraband that had just 
reached that port. It was consigned 
by W. C. Hughes, a New York dealer, 
to Juan B. Bowen of San Blas, Mex., in 
care of Marco Martinez, customs 
broker in San Diego. It was claimed 
that the stuff was to be taken to Topo- 
lobampo, and the vessel was allowed 
to depart on its ostensible mission, 
but it is believed that the cargo may 
have been taken outside the shore 
limit and loaded on some German ves- 
sel. It is alleged.that the money re- 
quired for the transfer of the cargo 
to the Annie Larsen was furnished or 
paid by an attorney of San Diego. It 
was further said that the shipment 
was made in the interest of the Car- 
ranza forces, but this has since been 
denied.

the rice industry of the State is now 
Margely centered and where crop rec- 
ords of the past have been shattered. 

In Kern county, the rice industry 


will start with considerable impetus 
this spring, a large force of men be- 
ing now at work preparing the ground 
in 2000 acres owned by John 
Sward. Planting will be started in 
May and the crop will be ready for 
the mills in October and November. 
If only a few hundred acres are 
planted thie season in Imperial, it will 
be sufficient to keep the proposed lo- 
cal mill busy. the capacity of the orig- 
inal plant being figured by Mr. Harris 
at 500 gacks a day. 

“Last year California produced 650,- 
000 sacks of rice, practically all of the 
Japanese type,” he said. “The entire 
production of the United States, cen- 
tered mostly in Louisiana, the Caro- 
linas, and other southern States to- 
tale from six to seven million bags 
and the United States, in order to sup- 
ply the demand at home must then 
import upwards of 3,000,000 bags from 
the Orient. Last vear'’s California 
acreage amounted to about 150,000 
acres. The average price paid the 
farmer was $2.50 per hundred pounds 
and his production ranged from forty 
to fiftv sacks an acre. showing a 
splendid return on land that for years 
was considered useless. 

“The future of the rice tndustry in 
California is endless. In Imperial 
Valley, it will require only three 
months of irrigation and can be moved 
in time for one or two other crops 
for the year, giving a very heavy re- 
turn on the investment to the farmer. 
It can be figured as a rotation crop 
with advantage to the soil. Consump- 
tion is not at all limited to California. 
The water freight rate on rice from 
Los Angeles at this time is only 32 
cents to New York, 2 cents more 4 
hundred than it costs to ship from 
New Orleans. 

BIG FREIGHT SAVING. 


“That opens the East to California 
rice. One of the reasons for location 
of the mill at the harbor lies in the 
fact that it costs $8 per ton to ship 
rice from China to Los Angeles, a 
matter of thousands of miles and then 
that it costs $2.50 per ton to ship 
from the harbor into the city proper. 
This saving ig railroad rates alone will 
almost pay the wages of the mill 
hands. It is not only the rice kernel 
either that will help pay, but the hull 
sells at $4 to $5 a ton, the bran at 
$16 and rice middliings which are 
highly-priced animal food, will bring 
as high as $33. When the local aup- 
ply of the cereal is handled, the 
oriental rice received in paddy form 
at the low duty will be milled.”’

WHAT KILLED JACKSON? 


Doctors Disagree as to the Cause 
of a Prisoner’s Death Occurring in 
the City Jail. 

According to an autopsy per- 
formed Saturday by Dr. Sherwin Gib- 
bons, William Jackson, 19 years old, 
who died in the City Jail nine days 
ago, G@id not die of fatty degeneration 
of the heart, as first reported by Dr. 
A. F. Wagner, county autopsy sur- 
geon, working out of the Coroner's 


with Chief Deputy District Attorney 
Dean declares he found more than a 
quart of coagulated blood in Jackson's 
abdomen, which would indicate that 
he had been kicked or struck a hard 
blow before death. He found the in- 
testines red and an internal hemor- 
hage of the left kidney. Dr. Wagner 
performed a second autopsy and said 
yesterday that heart disease was the 
primary cause of death, but that he 
found a contusion of the intestines 
which undoubtedly contributed to the 
young man’s death. 

The body of Jackson was buried 
yesterday. He is believed to have been 
the son of a prominent Omaha con- 
tractor, but his body was not positive- 
ly identified before burial. He gave 
the name of E. C. Clayton when ar- 
rested on a charge of drunkenness.

Where are They at? 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] The people 
who put up their good money last 
July for the improvement of Alvarado 
between Miramar and Sunset boule- 
vards are scratching their heads. The 
assessments were heavy on the lots 
fronting on Alvarado and the immedi- 
ate streets, in some cases $300 or $400 
a lot—more than the lots are worth 
in their present condition. This prop- 


*lerty is largely owned by wage earners 


on whom this assessment came very 
hard. In cases where bonds were al- 
ready out againgt the property for the 
la Brea storm drain, and other im- 
provements, more bonds could not be 
issued and the owners had to borrow 
money, paying 7 or 8 per cent. About 
$40,000 in cash was paid into the city 
treasury, as the work was to be done 
under the Hammon Act, and bonds 
for nearly $60,000 were issued against 
the property. But the contractor who 
had received the job could not dis- 
pose of the bonds and was unable to 
finance the work, so it is claimed. At 
any rate, nothing has been done and 
the property owners are asking where 
their money is and why they are pay- 
ing interest and losing the use of their 
money. 

Petitions to abandon the proceed- 
ings and return the money collected 
to the property owners are being cir- 
culated. It would certainly look as 
though the people were justified in 
asking release from such a condition. 
It is working serious hardship on 
many of them. Thus is added another 
chapter to the interesting history of 
street improvements as they are “did” 
in Los Angeles.

TROUBLE OVER 
“THE CLANSMAN” 


Allows Performance. 


Chief of Police Restrained 
from Interfering. 


Greatest of All Pictures, with 
Some Flaws. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 


Clune’s Auditorium is at Fifth and 
Olive streets. Right across the street 
is Central Park. I went to the Audi- 
torlum at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon to see D. W. Griffith's master 
picture, “The Clansman,” which is, so 
far as I know, the greatest picture in 
the world. I couldn't see it—at that 


Chief of Police to keep me out and 
to keep everybody else out. 

I walked over to the park. In the 
center is a fountain, which, for sim- 
plicity and beauty, is equal to any 
ornament of the kind in any city on 
earth—with one exception. This 
fountain is upheld by four children. 
The figures are in high relief. Like 
any other children under a shower 
they are nude and here comes the 
exception. Two boys wear fig leaves. 
I saw the City Council's viewpoint. 
I perfectly understood that they could 
be relied upon to protect me and the 
rest of us from “The Clansman”™ and 
nude infants. 

Last night the curtain went up on 
“The Clansman” and an audience of 
3000 persons. I arrived late and won- 
dered if a riot call had been turned 
in for my reception. There were sev- 
enteen policemen at the door. I was 
still under the city’s protection. I 
was, so to speak, being chemically 
purified. 

When the intermission came at the 
end of the first part, A. P. Tugwell, 
chairman of the board of censors, 
made a speech explaining what the 
censors had done, what the Council 
had done, what the Chief of Police 
had not done because Judge Jackson 
wouldn't let him, and what the peo- 
ple might do if they were willing. He 
the board of censors had re- 
garded the production of “The Clans- 
man” as something of tremendous 
worth to the nation and had refused 
@ request of the City Courtcl!l to recon- 
sider their approval. He desired the 
people present to say whether or not 
the board of censors had been just in 
their appraisement. “He was inter- 
rupted with loud cries of “Yes!” 
“Yes!” “Yes!” followed by round after 
round of applause. 

Pretty girl ushers dressed in the 
fashion which prevailed at the. close 
of the Civil War walke: down the 
aisles, distributing individa al peti- 
tions to the City Council to permit 
“The Clansman” to proceed. These 
petitions were at cnce signed by a 
of those present. They were 
afterward collected and will be sent 
to the Council. 

In brief, the facts are that the City 
QGouncil passed a resolution yesterday 
morning instructing the Chief of Po- 
lice not to allow the pictures of “The 
Clansman”™ to be exhibited. This put 
an end to the plan fcr a matinee yes- 
terday afternoon, and thousands of 
persons were turnedaway.

The questior, that comes to my mind 
in a case of this sort is not how 
much the production cost nor if it 
will pay, but whether it will hurt any 
child more than it helps. Without at- 
tempting to editorialize in the criti- 
cism, I want to say that I have seen 
the production three times and think 
that it fis one of those things that is 
bound to come out and that it is 
bound to create feeling, but one that 
contains vastly more good than evil. 


Tt is very foolish to ask whether it } 


creates race prejudice. We all know 
that we meet not only race but na- 
tional prejudices every day of our 
lives. They are touched by the stage 
just as they are touched by commer- 
cialism and by every public school in 
the land. 

A play at best and at worst is nev- 
er anything but a match.

This 
one is prodigious in size and consum- 
mate in art. Not a.detail has been 
slighted.

MOVIES TAKEN AT BOTTOM 


OF OCEAN TO BE SHOWN. 


HE most wonderful things accom- 
pussnea in cinematography since 

that art was invented will be 
placed on public view here at the 
Trinity Auditorium for a limited en- 
gagement commencing Monday eve- 
ning, February 15. P 

The fascinating story of how the 
inventive and adventuresome William- 
son brothers, Ernest and George, de- 
vised a sort of portable water-tight 
photographic chamber that could be 
lowered into the water to take movies 
of sea life is told by animated pictures 
and a lecturer at the beginning of 
these new films. 

The first pictures are of natives div- 
ing for pennies on the bed of the crys- 
tal-watered Bahama seas, the next of 
strange and inquisitive fish, one of 
which has not yet been classified by 
the scientists in Washington and was 
unknown to the natives of the 
Bahamas. 

Then come fish biting at baited hook 

and, contrary to all anglers’ belief, 
paying no attention to the sinkérs 
right beside the bait. 
Then follows a _ ninety-mile 
across a coral “seascape.” There are 
bushes, ferns, palm-like fans and a 
million other forms of sea under- 
growth, all waving in a ten-mile-an- 
hour tidal current and not one single 
plant really tiving. It is all coral.

Sponge fishing, which is the great 
industry of the Bahamas, is thor- 
oughly: illustrated above and below 
water, and then come the sharks. Two 
or three fourteen-footers are caught 
with hook and line and harpooned or 
lassoed to get them into the boats. 

Ernest Williamson goes overbeard, 
knife in hand, to hunt a shark to 
death. He tempts a big fellow to fol- 
low him and then stabs him fatally 
right before the camera. 

The pictures were taken over the 
ninety miles of coral bottom between 
the Bahamas and Watling Island, 
where Columbus first set foot on land 
when he discovered America. They 
are much clearer and more distinct 
than a great many of the films that 
are made above the water. 

The submarine apparatus makes 
possible the easy access to this under- 
water world. This device allows any- 
one to step from the deck of a vessel 
and climb down through an open air 
shaft to any desired depth and there 
look and reach out and carry on within 
limits any work which he desires to 
accomplish. 

The pictures are coming here direct 
from their long, record-breaking en- 
gagements at the Broadway Rose Gar- 
dens in New York and the Fine Arts 
Theater in Chicago, through the in- 
strumentality of L. E. Behymer, the 
local impresario, who witnessed their 
first exhibition before the Educational 
Congress in New York last summer.

PERTS INTO ORDINANCE. 


Points Submitted to Public Wel- 
fare Committee—City Office Mov- 
ing Day Barly Neat Week. 


After numerous public hearings 


and thorcugh investigation by experts); 


the city is about to achieve an ordi- 
nance for the installation, regulation 
and operation of elevators that will 
be Very complete. The Public Wel- 
fare Committee of the Council yes- 
terday asked the City Attorney tc pre-: 
pare draft of this ordinance, tnclud- 
ing therein the recommendations pre- 
sented by experts. | 

These recommendations were mad 
by H. L. Boyd, J. L. Glennon and J. 
J. Malone. They met with the com- 
mittee yesterday to discuss the points 
at issue. The result ie that the ordi- 
nance draft will provide for the ele- 
vatcr inepector to be separate from 
the position of boiler inspector, the 
two positions now being under the lat- 
ter head. 


The limit for carrying capecity will 
be placed at seventy-five pounds to 
the square foot of flocr area, and a!! 
elevators, except those of the direct- 
lift plunger and sidewalk type, must 
have automatic devices to stop the 
car if it should drop. The safety de- 
vices must be tested at least once a 
quarter. 

Other features of the ordinance 
draft. will include tests of safety de- 

under maximum icad; emer- 

stop switch in electric ele- 
vators; gates or doors for all freight 
elevators; passenger elevators must 
have full doors at passageways or 
landings; hand-rope contro! mechan- 
iam of passenger elevatcrs is prohib- 
ited; there must be ample light in 
cars and at landings: solid walls 
must enciose all freight elevators ex- 
cept on entrance sides to a height of 
not leas than six feet; mirrors in pas- 
senger elevators are prohibited, as 
are also any glass fixtures; passenger 
elevators shall have entrance on only 
one side of the car; the maximum 
safe working loed shall not be more 
than one-sixth of the breaking load; 
cars that travel more than 150 feet 
per minute must have car counter- 
weights, and speed must be shown cn 
plates in the cars. 

The proposed ordinance gives pow- 
er to t inspector to order discon- 
tinuvance of the use of any elevator 
when he deems this necessary for 
public safety. Changes ordéred on 
elévatcrs now installed must be com- 
pleted within six months after the 
adoption of the ordinance. 

en the ordinance draft is com- 
pleted the Public Welfare Committee 
will have another public hearing. so 
that the citizens generally may have 
a final opportunity to express their 
opinicn upon the provisions. 


be used as a public passageway be- 


tween the City Hall proper and the 
new annex. This change will take 
place within « few days. Then will 
follow the moving of other offices into 
the new quarters as speedily es the 
rooms are made ready. 

The change will centralize many 
municipal departments that are now 
scattered throughout the city, and will 
greatly increase the efficiency of the 
public service. as well as the trans- 
action of city business on the part of 
the public.

from Goffey to Cabrillo; for sewer- 
ing of Brentwood street: for vacation 
of Villa street and Richmond street, 
and for the vacation of the alley ex- 
tending from Exposition boulevard to 
Thirty-ninth street, between Menlo 
avenue and Hoover street. 


Will Defend City. 

Members of the Harbor Commiasion, 
Chief BWngineer Mulholland of the

MOSAIC LAW 


ONE TELEPHONE SYSTEM. | 

STEPS TOWARD THIS END. 

The Council yesterday took a fur- 
ther step toward the elimination of 
one of the telephone systems.

panies, the Council and the City At- 
torney, in order that satisfactory ar- 
rangements may be arrived at as will 
facilitate the carrying out of this pol- 
icy, your committee is in hearty ac- 
cord with the resolution as to the 
consolidating of the twee companies. 
We think that the subject matter in 
question should be referred to the 
Board of Public Utilities for its con- 
sideration and recommendation, and 
that the Board of Public Utilities fix 
a time when the Council, the City 
Atterney and the representatives of 
the two companies may be present 
and the matter thoroughly discussed: 
and we so recommend.

And Pasadena Storekeeper Whose 
Abdomen was Entered from Rear 
Sues for a Hundred Thousand 


D nag Declares Verbal Con- 
tract was for Front Entry. 


A suit which seems to have had 

no precedent, involving an oral con- 
tract with a physician, was tried be- 
fore a jury in Judge McCormick's 
court yesterday. The action was 
brought by Hyman Sonin against Dr. 
J. A. MeNaughten for $100,000 dam- 
ages for personal injuries under an 
independent contract. 
The year having elapsed in which 
Mr. Sonin, a Pasadena storekeeper, 
could bring suit. he set up an oral 
contract and testified that under its 
terme Dr. McNaughten was to make 
an entry in his abdomen from the 
front, whereas the physician operated 
from the posterior portion. 

While it was not alleged in the com- 
plaint, Attorney George L. Sanders, 
counse!] for Mr. Sonin, stated that his 
client's anxiety to have the operation 
performed from the front of the body 
was in order not to vielate the old 
Mosaic law. The entry from the 
posterier, it is alleged, did violate this 
old law. 

The court instructed the jury that 
the only damages recoverable As spec- 
ified in the code are damages approxi- 
mately caused by the breach of the 
contract. Whether there was a con- 
tract and whether it was breached 
were for the jury to decide. 


SUTES FOR COMMISSION.
